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Observations Made on a Quick Trip to Oklahoma City 


A fellow traveler who has an impor- 
tant executive position with a natural gas 
company impressed us with the rapid pace 
our economy is moving.

Hazards in building a bridge for the 
county were emphasized at another meet- 
ing. One enterprising contractor built a 
span across White Water for $100 and guar- 
anteed it for five years. Twelve months la- 
ter a flood wiped it out and the county de- 
manded a refund of $100 from the builder. 

Maybe all these tales of woe from old 
meetings will make present day commis- 
sioners feel better about their troubles. If 
they don’t, the fact that Gov. | Folsom 
signed a measure giving the counties a laa 
ger share of license receipts is bound to 
please them.
